POLLY’S POINTERS 


Kids’ pictures 
need pick up

Polly’s Problem 
DEAR POLLY — I have six pictures of my children 
that were in frames. They are spotty, have fingerprints 
and dust on them from moving and being knocked off 
tables. I do not want to throw them away. Is there any­ 
thing I could use to clean these pictures without mess­ 
ing up the finish before I put them in new unbreakable 
fram es? I would appreciate any suggestions. — 
MRS.F.P. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is that no one seems to 
make shoe strings short enough for small shoe sizes. The 
shortest ones I can find are 18 inches long. When cut off they 
are a mess. — LINDA. 
DEAR POLLY — I cannot imagine M.M.P. wanting to use 
a brass spray on her copper wash boiler. Half the tun of own­ 
ing good brass and copper is cleaning it. She should clean 
her wash boiler with a good copper polish an/ lots of elbow- 
grease. Then, if she feels she must, the piece could be lac­ 
quered to hold the shine. I have even removed lacquer that 
came on brass lamps (with a good varnish remover) to polish 
them for the look I like and find this needs to be done only 
twice a year. I feel no one should ruin a good piece of Ameri­ 
cana by spraying it. The dents and glowing color of a 
polished copper wash boiler are beautiful. — G.C.S. 
DEAR POLLY — Empty rolls left from toilet tissue or 
paper towels are great for storing panty hose and help keep 
the drawer neat. On the outside of the roll write condition of 
the contents such as “ nude to* 
and those with “ runs’’ and 
those that can only be worn with boots or slacks. — D.P. 
DEAR POLLY — I have just finished rewebbing several 
patio chairs and discovered that after the webbing was cut 
to the proper lengths and the ends folded to form a triangle 
the webbing had a tendency to ravel. I touched up each cut 
end with white glue, using a stick that comes in frozen 
suckers and let the glue dry for a few minutes and then went 
on to fold the webbing. The glue prevented the webbing from 
raveling and I had a much neater job when the chairs were 
finished. - FLORENCE. 
DEAR POLLY — Discarded plastic tablecloths with flan­ 
nel backs are useful for so many things when carried in the 
trunk of your car. They could even be used to keep a person 
warm when stranded during very cold weather. — M.N.Z.

Then, apples and a sixpence 
were put into a tub of w ater 
and the one who succeeded 
in extracting either with his 
mouth or in pinning one of 
the apples with a fork was 
destined to have a lucky 
year.
